The fall of Port Arthur was enthu- 
siastically celebrated last evening in 
Manning hall by the local Japanese 
colony. 
The room was crowded to 


the suffocating point with interested 
spectators. 
The program comprised addresses 


by Americans and Japanese, fencing 
and Jlu Jitau. One of the American 
speakers delivered himself of the fol- 
lowing, and a sigh of relief aroie from; 
the audience when be concluded: 
i

The lion of the evening was H. R. 


Kamanaml, formerly harbor commis- 
sioner of the port of Nagasaki. He was 
educated at Stanford University. His 
remarks were as follows: 


My friends and countrymen! If I 


were to ask you what is the celebra- 
tion tonight, you would not hesitate 
to say, this is the manifestation of 
our natural spirit to commemorate the 
fall of Port Arthur and "Bansai" of 
our victorious army on the Oriental 
war fields. 
I am very, very happy to address 


such an honorable meeting and espe- 
cially to greet the foreign guests who 
were invited here tonight. I am an un- 
educated man myself, but my 
full 


heart is always turned toward the war 
fields in the Far Bast, where 
our 


brothers are fighting and many are 
buried. 
Let me spare time for a few min- 


utes and express my observations and 
compliments! words about this cele- 
bration and war. 
The present war is not only a con- 


flict between Japan and Russia, in Asia. 
This is not only a question between 
Japan and Russia. This is the world 
question; that Is, the powers' ques- 
tion. Because It has a great bearing 
upon England, France, Germany, the 
United States, etc.. In the Orient. In 
the same rate with China and Corea. 


If it be so. the present time Is a 


very dangerous, most critical time in 
the Orient, and a memorable period 
for all nations. 
But this was a question among the 


Japanese for a good'many years why 
all nations did not pay attention as 
much as we pay about Russian ambi- 
tions. 
While she was extending h*r 


Influence to the Orient so far from her 
own country, and violating Oriental 
peace an If Manchuria and Port Ar- 
thur could be occupied by her forever, 
under the unreasonable conditions. 


Japan always was striving for the 


peace^of the Orient, but there was no 
peace, just as when we had war with 
China ten years ago, for the securing 
of the Independence of the Corlcan gov- 
ernment, and now we are obliged to 
wage war against Russia again. We 
understood that war is a disagreeable 
condition, violating commercial and 
agricultural ends. But we must pro- 
tect the Orient and defeat the Invader, 
as if there were a disturbing element 
passing through th'e gate 
or fence 


around a private house. 


In fact, Russia was the disturbance 


and Port Arthur and Manchuria were 
the oriental gate and fence in China 
connecting Japan and Corea, and If 
Russia gets possession from the Chi- 
nese government by diplomatic pre- 
tences, Russia must be the northern 
Invader, that Is, "Breaker 
of 
the 


world's peace, mostly that of the Ori- 
ent."We waged war for such reasons, but 
we drew out Port Arthur from her 
hand, losing a majority of our soldi- 
era who numbered 60.000. And Port 
Arthur Is the natural stronghold of 
Asia, just as Gibraltar and Sevasto- 
pol are In Europe. 
Sc the fall of Port Arthur Indicates 


our great victory and also decides our 
war fortunes In the prevent engage- 
ment. 
For this reason we may well con- 


gratulate our Imperial virtue and the 
deeds of our patriotic army and at the 
same time we will thank our honor- 
able dead soldiers. 
This IB all of my compliment and 


opinion about this celebrated 
cere- 


mony. 
You will please excuse my 


brevity.

Mr. Unsworth was assisted in the fu- 
neral services by a quartette consist- 
ing of Miss Anna Bunderland, Miss 
Ailene Gulling, Thomas Pike and J. 
B. O'Sulltvan.
